The two-time presidential can- 


didate took this action shortly 
after Rockefeller's marriage to 
the former Margaretta Murphy, 
and there has been no sign of any 
withdrawal of this commitment. 


Sens. Jacob K.' Javits, R-N.Y., 


and Kenneth B. Keating,, R-N.Y., 
remain loyal to Rockefeller. Sen 
Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., who 
£ used to get in a plug for the New 


York governor now and then, re- 
cently has confined himself to say- 
ing that Rockefeller's marriage 
hasn't helped him politically. 


Sen. Hugh Scolt, R-Pa., is beat- 


ing the drums for Gov. William 
W. Scranton of Pennsylvania as 
a favorite son candidate. Scran- 
ton,, who once thought Rockefeller 
would make a good nominee, now 
doesn't seem so sure.

'Subsidy/ 
Soys NAACP 
of Schools 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The head 


of the Congress of Racial Equality 
urged Congress today to get the 
federal 
government out of the 


business of "subsidizing segrega- 
tion" in education. 


National Director James Far- 


mer called for enactment of a 
quick cutoff of federal aid from 
schools that practice racial dis- 
crimination. 


"This is a moral issue," Far- 


mer told a House Education and 
Labor subcommittee. "There can 
be no dilly dallying with an issue 
as clear as this." 


The subcommittee is consider- 


ing bills that would force an end 
to federal aid for educational in- 
stitutions practicing discrimina. 
tion. Farmer called for enactment 
of such a measure instead of the 
provision in President Kennedy's 
civil rights bill which would au- 
horize an end to federal aid at 
He discretion of federal officials. 


The House group was one of 
hree holding hearings today on 
various aspects of the civil rights 
program, and President Kennedy 
arranged to meet with representa- 
tives of women's organizations in 
\ further effort to ease racial 
tensions. 


The Senate Commerce Commit- 
ee was questioning Asst. Atty. 
Sen. C. Burke Marshall about a 
)ill to ban racial discrimination 
by stores, hotels, restaurants and 
other establishments serving the 
public. 


Marshall said Monday that if 


the bill was passed, "There would 
not be any significant establish- 
ments that would not be covered."

mitee, Undersecretary of Welfare 
Ivan Nestingen testified that the 
current Manpower Training Act

The administration proposes an 


amendment to the act that would 
provide basic education for a year 
to make an individual eligible for 
job training. It is also proposing 
to lower the eligibility age for 
training allowances from 19 to 16 
to increase the amount of money 
for youth training.

Higher Than 
Coin Value

NEW YORK (AP)-The price 


of silver on the futures market 
in London has been pushed above 
the monetary value of US gov- 
ernment stocks The cash price in 
New York has risen this week to 
a whisker of the official price 


But don't start melting down 


your silver coins They're worth 
more as they are in the metals 
markets 


The US Treasury has enough 


silver on hand to maintain its offi- 
cial valuation thanks to the re- 
cent direction by Congress to stop 
backing $1 and $2 bills with the 
metal 


The Treasury can use this re- 


leased hoard for its increasing 
coinage need's without competing 
with other consumers in the Lon- 
don market 


Silver dealers say the Treasury 


stock hangs over the market to 
prevent any runaway prices for 
industrial or art uses here at 
home—although consumers are 
resigned to having to pay more 
for. their supplies 


The price rise on the world 


markets—and the steadily mount- 
ing demands that back that in- 
crease—comfort many mining op- 
erators in the United States Sil- 
ver thus becomes for them a prof- 
itable by-product of their main 
lines of copper, lead and zinc— 
and at a time when lead and 
zinc prices themselves are firm- 
ing

about his man's availability. 


Rockefeller himself is reported 


to feel that politically things have 
got so badl they are bound to get 
better. Pram an acknowledged 
top running position he has plum- 
meted to a level at which, for 
the moment, he can count with 
certainty on not much more than 
New York's convention support. 


This circumstance finds Repub- 


licans divided on the issue of 
whether the governor will stick it 
out, despite the assurances com- 
ing out of New York.
